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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions

Group IV, claim(s) 62-81, drawn to a method comprising detecting the presence, 
extent, etc. of competition by an agent for binding of a reference compound to 
homologous RNA-exit channel amino acid sequence.
